will  be  given  for  the  213th  production  by  The  Footlight  Club  in  Eliot 
Hall,  Jamaica  Plain,  on  Thursday,  March  2,  Friday,  March  3,  and 
Saturday,  March  4,  at  8:30  p.m. 

Originally  produced  by  the  Theatre  Guild  in  New  York  on  January 
6th,  1942,  this  play  about  the  Pennsylvania  Dutch  tells  the  story  of  a 
Mennonite  family  in  which  the  mother,  daughter  and  son  rebel  against 
a  tyrannical  father. 

Papa  misuses  the  Mennonite  tradition  for  purposes  of  his  own,  sup- 
pressing, in  the  name  of  religion,  the  simple  pleasures  and  recreation  of 
everyday  life  and  keeps  his  family  in  strict  isolation  so  as  to  secure  the 
free  labors  of  his  children  in  place  of  the  hired  help  that  would  be 
needed  if  Emma  and  Jake  made  their  way  into  the  broader  activities 
of  the  world. 

The  way  in  which  Jake  rebels,  the  reaction  of  the  family  to  the  news 
of  Papa's  death  and  their  final  release  from  Papa's  tyranny  provide  the 
basis  for  a  quaindy  humorous  play,  in  the  dialect  characteristic  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Dutch.
